when  we  first  entered  the  high  school  build- 
ing, we  adopted  the  nnotto  "By  Our  Efforts  We 
hlope  to  Rise" — and  so  we  have  risen,  as  one 
can  see  by  taking  a  look  at  the  past  of  the 
class   of    1946. 

The  nnost  exciting  chapters  of  our  class  his- 
tory start  way  back  in  the  fall  of  1941  when  we 
first  entered  the  eighth  grade.  By  the  trial  and 
error  method  we  soon  were  able  to  find  our  way 
around  and  get  to  classes  not  more  than  five 
minutes  late.  Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Penrod, 
we  held  an  election  in  which  Kyle  Miller  was 
chosen  as  president:  David  Baker,  vice  president; 
and  Beverly  Gillen,  secretary-treasurer.  Our  class 
flower  was  to  be  the  carnation,  and  our  class 
colors,  blue  and  silver.  The  class  displayed  its 
musical  talent  when  an  orchestra  made  up  en- 
tirely of  eighth  grade  students  performed  In  an 
auditorium  program.  One  big  occasion  of  the 
year  was  a  skating  party  at  Rome  City.  Every- 
one had  lots  of  fun  and  no  casualties  were 
reported. 

We  then  rose  to  the  freshman  class  and, 
with  new  students  entering  from  the  Lutheran, 
Wayne,  South  Mllford,  and  Jefferson  schools, 
our  number  was  raised  from  77  to  110.  Miss 
Power  was  to  lead  us  through  our  "green"  year 
and  in  our  annual  election  we  chose  Fred  Brum- 
baugh, president:  Richard  DeCamp,  vice  pres- 
ident: and  Barbara  Bonar,  secretary-treasurer.

Our  efforts  then  carried  105  of  us  on  to  our 
■■ophomore  year.  Election  returns  revealed  that 
Bernard  Kleiman  was  to  be  our  president:  Rich- 
ard DeCamp,  vice  president:  Barbara  hlosler, 
secretary:  and  Peggy  Lieb,  treasurer.

There  were  only  83  members  of  our  class 
putting  forth  the  effort  to  rise  when  we  entered 
our  junior  year.  This  proved  to  be  one  of  our 
most  exciting  years.  We  got  off  to  a  rousing 
start  by  holding  a  political  convention  in  which

supporting  staff  was  to  consist  of  Jack  Reed, 
vice  president:  Beverly  Heign,  secretary:  and 
David  Baker,  treasurer.  That  was  also  the  year 
we  showed  the  school  what  good  salesmen  we 
were  by  going  way  over  our  goal  In  selling  mag- 
azine subscriptions,  and  we  also  proved  our 
good  taste  when  we  selected  our  class  rings. 
And,  we'll  never  forget  how  much  fun  we  had 
producing  our  play,  "And  Came  the  Spring," 
and  what  a  great  success  it  was.  And  do  you 
remember  that  big  noise  one  night  in  October? 
That  was  the  class  of  '46  on  its  hobo  hayride. 
The  climax  of  that  eventful  year  came  when  we 
entertained  the  seniors  at  the  "Club  Winter 
Rendezvous."  Many  thanks  to  Miss  Emeinger, 
our  sponsor,  who  helped  us  to  make  It  one  of 
the    nicest    banquets   ever   given. 

And  now  we  rose  to  the  year  for  which  we 
all  had  been  working  and  waiting.

Miss  Stephens,  who  was  a  friend 
and  adviser  to  all  of  us.  This  year  the  class  dis- 
played Its  acting  ability  by  presenting  'Laun- 
celot  and  Elaine."

We  realized  that  our  school  days  were  nearly 
through  when  we  ordered  our  name  cards  and 
announcements.  By  spring,  76  seniors  will  have 
completed  the  necessary  requirements  for  gradu- 
ation  and  will   be  ready  to  go  as  they  choose.

The  age-old  story  of  Launcelot  and  Elaine, 
made  famous  by  Tennyson  and  well  known  to  all 
of  us,  was  given  by  the  class  of  1946  on  Decem- 
ber I  I  and  12,  1945,  as  its  class  play.

ities a  good  play  should  have. 

Splendid  acting  was  seen  in  such  major  roles 
as  Launcelot,  Elaine,  King  Arthur  and  Queen 
Guinevere  and  also  in  such  minor  roles  as  the 
dumb  servant  of   Lord   Astolat  and   the   unseen 
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'LAUNCELOT  AND  ELAINE" 


Voice   of    Lyonesse. 

Portrayal  of  characters  was  brought  out  and 
helped  by  the  elaborate  costuming  of  all  the 
actors.  The  knights  In  their  silver  armor  showed 
that  they  were  worthy  to  belong  to  King  Arthur's 
table  round.  The  King  and  Queen  and  all  the 
ladies  of  the  court  were  dressed  in  rich  and 
colorful  gowns  in  keeping  with  the  court  scenes. 
Lady  Vivian's  costume  gave  the  Impression  that 
she  was  a  shrewd,  scheming  character,  which 
she  proved  to  be.  On  the  other  hand,  the  sim- 
plicity of  the  dress  of  Elaine  told  the  audience 
at  a  glance  that  Elaine  was  a  young,  gay  but 
quiet,    kind-hearted    maiden. 

The  stage  helpers  worked  long  and  hard  con- 
structing the  scenery  and  planning  the  lighting 
effects.  Their  efforts  were  not  in  vain,  for  each 
change  of  scenery  Immediately  put  the  audience 
in  the  mood  for  the  following  act. 

The  colorful  garden  of  the  castle  was  beauti- 


fully decorated  with  flowers  and  vines,  benches 
and  a  sun  dial — all  adding  to  the  gaiety  of  the 
ladles  of  the  court  as  they  spent  their  leisure 
time   there   talking    In    the    sunlight. 

By  the  changing  of  the  lights,  the  garden  be- 
came the  background  for  the  passionate  love 
scenes  between  Launcelot  and  Queen  Guinevere. 
The  quietness  and  simplicity  of  Lord  Astolat's 
home  was  an  excellent  background  for  the  char- 
acter and   personality  of   Elaine. 

There  were  many  long-to-be-remembered 
scenes.  Two  of  these  were  the  storm  scene  and 
the  barge  scene.  The  extreme  love  and  tragedy 
scenes  were  relieved  and  made  more  beautiful 
by  music  from  an  unseen  chorus. 

All  who  saw  it  were  agreed  that  "Launcelot 
and  Elaine"  was  one  of  the  most  elaborate  and 
beautiful  plays  yet  to  be  staged  in  the  high 
school  auditorium.

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PUBLISHERS  OF  THE  "SPOTLIGHT" 


From  the  first  day  of  school  through  to  the 
last  day  before  senior  exams,  the  members  of 
the  SPOTLIGHT  staff  attempt  to  publish  a  rec- 
ord of  the  school  year  by  publishing  nine  regular 
issues  and  three  special  issues  of  the  SPOTLIGHT 
including  a  complimentary  issue,  the  tournament 
issue  and  the  April   Fool  edition. 

When  the  SPOTLIGHT  was  organized  in  1933. 
the  journalism  class  set  forth  the  fourfold  pur- 
pose of  the  publication:  first,  to  promote  interest 
in  rhetoric;  second,  to  make  a  record  of  events 
in  our  school;  third,  to  bring  the  students  and 
faculty  into  closer  contact;  and  fourth,  for 
amusement  and  enjoyment  as  well  as  apprecia- 
tion. The  present  staff  has  accepted  the  original 
fourfold  purpose  as  its  own. 

Most  people  accept  the  SPOTLIGHT  without 
realizing  the  amount  of  work,  both  mental  and 
manual,  that  goes  Into  each  and  every  edition. 
The  manual  labor,  of  course,  is  the  easier  to  see. 
Come  on.  let's  go  to  press.  Does  the  reader 
realize  that  each  full  sheet  in  the  finished  prod- 
uct had  to  be  folded  twice  by  hand?  So  each 
SPOTLIGHT  is  handled  six  times  for  folding. 
Mutliply  that  six  by  450  SPOTLIGHTS,  the  num- 
ber regularly  completed,  and  one  gets  rather  a 
staggering  number  of  pages  to  be  folded.  After 
the  first  folding,  the  papers  must  be  mimeo- 
graphed twice,  refolded,  mimeographed  twice 
more   and  then   assembled.  All  this   !s  the  final 


mechanical  procedure,  but  before  any  of  this 
can  be  done,  stories  must  be  written,  columns 
composed,  information  assembled  for  news 
stories,  dummy  typed  and  laid  out  and  finally 
stencils  cut. 

Yes,  it  all  adds  up  to  a  lot  of  work,  but  It  is 
fun,  too.  The  informality  of  the  work  period  at 
SPOTLIGHT  time  and  the  special  Issues  make 
for  enjoyment  in  journalism.  It  is  Interesting  to 
read  the  information  sent  In  by  the  other  schools 
at  tournament  time  and  to  get  that  material  into 
story  form.  And  merriment  and  the  imagination 
both  run  to  extremes  when  the  April  Fool  edition 
is  In  the  process  of  publication.  The  senior  class 
gains  our  almost  undivided  attention  in  the  May 
issue   and   the   senior  activities   always   are   fun. 

The  second  semester  staff  sold  approximately 
800  copies  of  the  tournament  Issue  at  the  sec- 
tional tourney.  Peggy  Lleb  won  the  free  ticket  to 
the  regional  by  most  nearly  completing  the 
'dope"  sheet  found  in  the  tourney  SPOTLIGHT. 

The  art  department  of  the  SPOTLIGHT  gain- 
ed a  new  piece  of  equipment  this  year  when  a 
new  mimeoscope  was  purchased.  New  slip  sheets 
for  the  sllpsheeter  also  were  bought.  Since  the 
SPOTLIGHT  Is  self-supporting,  more  equipment 
will  be  bought  as  soon  as  it  can  be  purchased. 

We  of  this  year's  SPOTLIGHT,  along  with  fu- 
ture staffs,  hope  to  continue  to  make  a  "bigger 
and  better"  SPOTLIGHT.

lines which  represent  the  activities  of  this  band  of  twenty  top  ranking 
vegetable  judges. 

Members  of  this  group  placed  fourth,  fifth,  and  eleventh  at  the 
State  Fair  contest,  first,  second,  third  and,  fourth  at  the  muck  crops 
contest  at  Albion,  and  Robert  Muesing's  girls  team  won  the  contest  at 
North  Judson,  as  well  as  topping  the  four  Albion  teams  to  win  the  B.  & 
O.  vegetable  judging  championship.  The  state  contest  at  Purdue  saw 
the  teams  in  excellent  form,  having  the  two  top  ranking  teams  and  the 
first  four  individuals.
